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DX NOTES... 


As | write this month’s column, the Space Weather web site is reporting four successive major solar flares, 
three class M events yesterday and then today a major Class X2 flare. The prediction is that the effects of 
these storms will be felt here over the next few days. This means this weekends’ 2013 CQWW SSB Test will 
be right in the crosshairs. The day prior the start of the contest, minor geomagnetic storms were already being 
reported on the Space Weather webpage. On the positive side, these solar storms may just be the verification 
that indeed we are going to see a double peak in solar activity for the current solar cycle. Only time will tell. 
By the time you read this, the contest weekend will be history and we will know how things went. | hope to be 
on 75M in late evening chasing a few new ones on that band. I'll need a lot of luck and for some very quiet 
evenings on the low bands. 


The International news today included a note that a United Nations Court is expected to soon render a decision 
which will determine ownership of a number of uninhabited islands in the South China Sea. The Philippines, 
Indonesia, Viet Nam and China have been all laid claim to one or more of these small islands and coral reefs 
and have been at loggerheads over jurisdiction. DX’ers know these islands as the Spratley Islands. If the 
courts’ ruling is accepted by all parties, this might mean easier and safer access by DX groups wishing to put 
the 1S prefix on the air the future. 


The Wake Island group whose planned DXpedition to this rare spot was thwarted by the government shutdown 
on the eve of their departure, reported recently that they are in negotiations with the USAF to reschedule the 
trip. Since access to the island is strictly controlled by the military, they are at the mercy of the fly boys and 
other civilian government officials. Stay tuned, | do think this one will come off but it may be another few 
weeks before their travel tickets get punched and new dates added. 


The Amsterdam Island operation is on track for early next year. The group reported that all equipment is on its’ 
way and members have finished their final tests of the logging and Club Log upload software. They plan to 
upload logs daily from this rare island in the South Indian Ocean. They one thing they report they are short of 
is money. This will be a very expensive operation, with access to the island very problematic, much like the 
Peter | operation of some years ago. Donations are very much needed. 


DX NEWS.... 


3B8, MAURITIUS. Serge, UU5WW, will be active as 3B8/UU5WW from Mauritius 
Island between November 17-30th. Activity will be holiday style, mostly CW 

on the HF bands and an entry in the CQWW DX CW Contest (November 23-24th). 
QSL via K2PF (OQRS preferred). A Web site with more details will be 

available soon. 


6V, SENEGAL. Vladimir "Vlad", RK4FF, will once again be active as 6V7S between October 22nd and 
November 27th. Activity will probably be on 80/40/20/15/10 meters using CW, SSB and RTTY. QSL via RK4FF. 
Log is available on ClubLog. 


D4, CAPE VERDE. John, G4IRN, will be active as D44TWQ from Boa Vista, Cape 

Verde (AF-086), between November 5-12th. Activity will be holiday style on the 30/17/12 meters and on CW 
only using a K2 and KPA500 into dipoles. QSL via his home callsign, by the Bureau and direct. An OQRS will 
be available on ClubLog and he will use LoTW. 


FJ, ST. BARTHELEMY (Also PJ7). VE3IKV/VA3RA, will be active as FU/VA3RA from St. Barts during the 
CQWW DX CW Contest (November 23-24th) as a Single-Op/Single-Band (10m) entry. Outside of the contest 
(before and after) look for him to be active on CW, SSB and 6 meters, as well as 10m and 6m mobile around 
the island. The Grid Square on St. Barts is FK87. He will be on the island between November 21-25th. QSL via 
VE3IKV. He also mentions that he will travel to Sint Maarten and be active as PJ7/VA3RA between November 
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25-28th. Activity will also be on 10 and 6 meters. Also QSL via VES3IKV. 


FK/TX5, NEW CALEDONIA. FSIRO, will be active as FK/FSIRO starting sometime at the end of October until 
February 2014. Activity will be on 80-10 meters using mostly CW and some PSK, with a Elecraft K3 and 
dipoles and long wire antennas. Freddy will team up with Michel, FK8IK, in Noumea using the special callsign 
TXSW for the CQWW DX CW Contest (November 23-24th). QSL both FK/F5IRO and TX5W via FSIRO, direct 
or by the Bureau. Logs will be uploaded to ClubLog 

and LoTW sometime in March 2014. 


FO, FRENCH POLYNESIA. Heinz, DF1YP, is now active as FO/DL1YP from Moorea 
Island (OC-046) until November 6th. Activity has been mainly 20 meters on 
SSB. QSL via his home callsign. 


HK0/S, SAN ANDRES ISLAND Members of the "DX Friends" will activate San Andres Island as HKOR 
between November 1-10th. Activity will be on 160-6 meters using CW, SSB and RTTY. QSL via EA5RM direct 
or OQRS.

$2, BANGLADESH The Mediterraneo DX Club (MDXC) announced on Wednesday, October 16th, that this 
DXpedition will take place between November 16-26th, using two callsigns - S21ZBC from November 16-22nd, 
and then S21ZBB, from November 23rd for the CQWW CW Contest weekend and the remaining days until 
they leave the country. 


T33, BANABA ISLAND (Update). The T33A operation is fast approaching and is expected November 5-18th. It 
was reported on the T33A Blog Page this past week that the container departed Suva, Fiji, its’ way by sea to 
Tarawa. The advance team will arrive in Tarawa Oct. 31st to attend to picking up local provisions and getting 
our container unsealed and through customs, and loaded onto our boat in preparation for a Nov. 3rd departure 
to Banaba Island. 


TCO, TURKEY. TA2TX, LZ1NK, LZ1CNN, LZ2UW, LZ3YY, LZ3FN, LZ3ND and LZ5VK will beactive as TCOA 
from Asiatic Turkey in the CQWW DX CW Contest (November 23-24th) as a Multi-2 entry. QSL via TA2TX or 
LZ1NK. The team will be there between November 19-25th. Outside the contest, look for the operators to be 
on CW and SSB signing TAO/homecall. QSL via their home callsign. 


TU, COTE D'LVOIRE. Operators F4AWBN, F6EXV and DJ8NK will be active as TUSAX, TU5XV and TUS5NK, 
respectively, between November 17-30th. Activity will be on SSB, CW and RTTY, with operations on 160-6 
meters (including 60m). QSL via their home callsigns, by the Bureau, direct or the OQRS on Clublog. 


V4, ST. KITTS (NA-104). Andy, N2NT, will once again be active as V47NT from 
the QTH of V47KP between November 17-26th.
